To see what sum of money, in addition to the amount already appropriat- 
ed under Article 2 of this Warrant, the Town will raise and appropriate to defray Town 
Charges. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and appropriate to be 
used together with and in addition to the Class V Allotment, $3,733.17 (Duncan Money, 
so-called), for the summer maintenance of highways and bridges. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and appropriate for the 
Winter maintenance of highways and bridges. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $597.71 and ap- 
ply for Class V Assistance, TRA, so-called. The State of New Hampshire to furnish 
$3,984.72. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to request the State Tax Commission to 
conduct a complete re-appraisal of Real Estate in the Town of Langdon, and to authorize 
the expenditure of sufficient funds to defray the expense of same. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $400.00 for the 
use of the Alstead Dump for the year ensuing. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $50.00 for the 
observance of Memorial Day. 


Article 10. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and appropriate to be 
placed in the Capital Reserve Fund already established for the purchase of Fire E- 
quipment. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $250.00 for 
the Visiting Nurse Association. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $25.00 to be 
matched by the State of New Hampshire, to be used for the opening of back roads and 
trails. 


Article 13. To see what action the Town will take concerning a new bridge over 
Great Brook, situated on the Cold River Road. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $50.00 for 
White Pine Blister Rust. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to accept all Trust Funds for the perpetual 
care of cemetery lots. 


Article 16. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and appropriate for the 
purchase of a new snow plow. 


Article 17. To see what action the Town will take on the proposal to hold Town 
Meetings in the evening. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell property 
acquired by Tax Collector’s Deed. 


Article 20. To transact any other business that may legally come before said 


meeting.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this area, quiet in part because of 
your continued cooperation and favorable weather conditions. 


Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused by debris burning, children and 
smokers. 


The elimination of these three causes of forest fires would drastically change this 
picture—to bring about this change we make the following suggestions: 


1. When the ground is not covered with snow a permit to burn must be obtained from the 
Forest Fire Warden. This permit covers waste burning, even if in an incinerator, 
grass burning, as well as garden trash and brush burning, such burning is restricted 
by regulation to prior to 9:00 A.M. and after 5:00 P.M. with the following exceptions: 


Commercial or industrial burning is permissible at any time under normal conditions 
but only with the approval of the District Chief and a written permit from the Forest 
Fire Warden. 


2. Fires caused by children can be prevented only with the complete cooperation of 
parents in the supervision of their children, keep matches out of reach of children, 
this action will help to prevent fires and may save a life, the life of your child. Try 
to explain this to your child, won’t you? 


3. Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in number by the exercise of more 
care in the discarding of matches and smoking material whether from a vehicle or by 
a hiker. In all cases, make sure that the butt or match you discard is out, dead out. 
Smokey says, “‘Thanks for your help’’, and invites you to join with him in setting a 
good example for others in the prevention of fires and the protection of our environ- 


ment.

ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 


FIRE CHIEF AND THE FIRE WARDEN 


1970 was a year of hard work on maintenance of equipment by a small group of men. 
Most activities are measured by the amount of money they require to keep afloat. The fire 
service in this town is more in need of elbow grease than finance. Those men that try to 
keep the equipment in service are volunteers who work for free. They assembie at the 
Fire Station each Thursday night. If any of the town’s people who are interested in being 
protected from fire could spend only one night a year, they would be very welcome. Also, 
it might pay off in an emergency if they became familiar with the equipment. 


During 1970 we bought three lengths of polyethelin hose. This is expensive material 
but is stronger, lighter, more durable and less cumbersome in packing space. It can be 
repacked wet. A modest outlay as a long range project is, in our opinion, the most eco- 
nomical way to maintain our hose. 


On January 28th, Sidney Saunders had the misfortune to lose his barn. There was a 
break in the severe winter weather that materially assisted in combatting this fire. 
Alstead and Walpole came to our assistance and took over the responsibility of refilling 
the tankers at the Hemlock Bridge. Everyone please note that a loading spot has been 
fixed half-way between the Holmes Bridge and the Tuttle house for reloading in the 
future. In case of emergency, this will be used. The comparatively mild weather at the 
Saunder’s fire enabled us to leave the loaded tanker over-night and resume operations 
the next day to completely extinguish the hay. Rebuilding work, could begin at once. 


A partition fire at the Stocker place, on the night of the Christmas Party, was nailed 
just in time to prevent a total loss. In this case, the Selectmen and the two police Offi- 
cers were at the Station. They took off with the M 2 Ford truck at once without sounding 
a general alarm. This fast action, prevented a serious fire. Another five minutes would 
have been too late. It pays to know how to handle the equipment. 


There was no serious expense for forest fire. This, as I have said before, reflects 
the fact that people are careful. We assisted Charlestown on a railroad fire at South 
Charlestown in May. 


Your Warden had the honor of being invited to be the toastmaster at a banquet in 
Charlestown in March. On this occasion, the retired firemen of Charlestown were honored. 
Your Warden had the great pleasure of presenting Fred D. Hatch with a State Badge for 
more than twenty-five years of distinguished service, all of it served in Langdon.
